Well, you have several choices. Tube shields are also made of brass and 
steel, both of which are plated. Plating can be tin, zinc, cadmium or 
nickel. Tin, zinc and cadmium will clean up somewhat depending on how deep 
the corrosion is. Nickel is much harder and responds poorly to polishing 
and is usually pitted. Green spots are indicative of a brass shield. 

After cleaning a shield apply WD-40 (or any other elixir of like type) and 
wipe dry. A clear coat of acrylic or polyurethane will protect the shine 
but will deteriorate on shields that get hot. 


With judicious application of steel wool or abrasive scubbing pad you can 
prepare a shield for painting. A coat of aluminum or black stove or engine 
block paint will work to save an otherwise objectional shield. 


There is not a lot you can do to restore the luster of a badly corroded 
tube shield. My not-so-beautiful shields find their way to obscure 
locations where they are hidden by transformers and such. Over the years 
I've collected a shoe box full of shields. The trick is to find a home for 
all and keep the orphanage from being filled with ugly ducklings (a bit of 
displaced humanity there). Hope this helps.

Folks, 


Well, the SX-42 is running again. It has all paper caps replaced, a 
different output transformer to match 4 and 8 ohm speakers instead of 
(useless!) 500 and 5K ohm loads, a number of resistors replaced, and every 
mica cap I could get at, incliuding those in the IF cans, replaced. 


The resistors did not follow the usual pattern. Generally, I find that the 
higher values (over 470K) are most likely to have aged up. In this radio, 
however, it was the low value resistors that were toast. Most of the 15 
ohm Q limiters int eht front end were more liek 40 ohms. 


The mica caps were the other, er, surprise. Most of them were very leaky. 
The resonating caps in the IF transformers were so bad that they affected 
the IF bandpass filter shape. I've never seen this before. 


The AM IF bandpass response is still not right. I think one or more of the 
IF cans, probalby the second one, has a problem. They all tune up, but the 
three bandwidth settings don't produce good shapes. These measurements 
done with a sweep genny and scope. 


The crystal filter was dead, but I took the crystal holder off the 


bandswitch and dissassembled it. One side of the crystal had some greasy 
goo on it, possibly tobacco residue. I cleaned that off and re-assembled 
it and it now works. I think I will attack the dead R-390 and Drake 
crystals next and see if I can do any good. 


The FM section has barely enough bandwidth (1.5% THD at 300 kHz p-p 
deviation) to accommodate modern over-modulation practice, but it will do. 
Sensitivity ain't great-it gets noisy about 30 microvolts-but multipath 
rather than signal strength is my problem here. If I want to use it for 
FM, I will have to connect to the TV cable to avoid the multipath problems, 
and that has about 150 uV per station. 


The audio amp is so far unmodified, except for the output transformer swap. 
THD about 1% at full output of 6W. Yes, I know the 6V6s make 10W, but 
cheap output transformers lose aobut 20% due to copper losses in the 
windings. 


This radio follow the earlier of the two schematics I have. Besides minor 
component value changes, the main difference is that the AM detector is 
half of a 6H6 in the original design and uses the grid of the second 
limiter in the later design, getting another IF stage of gain. 


Does anyone have a junker SX-42? I'd like too buy at least the second IF 
can and probably the other two as well. These are the rectangular ones 
with two adjustments at top and botom, for a total of four slugs each. 


Restoring this radio has kept me amused for a bit longer than I had 
expected. Still, I have hopes for a good SWBC receiver out of it. It did 
get WWV on 20 MHz this morning, which most radios won't do here.

I bought a large German table radio, a Grundig, with the usual 
keyboard buttons and tuning range of LW, MW, SW, and 

German domestic FM band of 88 - 100 MHz. No doubt my

came in. ( Unfortunately, i don't remember being bold enuff 

to turn the dial and see if all those faraway cities could really 
be heard. ) And oh yes, the way the pilot lamps in the set 
projected light out the back, onto the wall, with the tube 
outlines and other parts projected like little shadow shows of 
some exotic Turkish city. 

But i am somewhat chagrined at the tube lineup. It looks like 
my chances of finding these tubes at the hamfests are almost 
like winning the lotto. So the alternative is buying them off 
auction sites, okay, i can play that game. But i am thinking, 
if i had the tube specs, maybe i could make adaptors. 

Assuming the tube bases are different from US standard. I have 
the Babani book, while it's great for about pre-1955 tubes, it 
doesn't help me out. Is there a book i could obtain that has 
specs, even 1-line, with an idea of tube characteristic, like 
hi-mu, remote cutoff and so on? Was the Vacuum Tube Vade 

Mecum late enuff to include EM85, ECC85, EF89I, ( that's a 
Roman numeral "I" after the 89, apparently), EBF80, EABC80, 
and EL12 ? These tubes aren't magic, i reckon i should be 
able to sub common US tubes and not be hostage to rare 

tube numbers. Yes, at the swapmeet i also looked for the 

US equivalents of some of these, 6N8, 6AQ8, 6AK8, no 

luck either. 

Oh also- the switching charts or "truth tables" - i reckon i 
can figure this out one of these days. But before that 

hard won success, any hints?

EBF80 . 6BL8 
EF89 7 6DA6 
EBF80 " 6N8 
EABC80 . 6AK8 


As far as I know these are common or garden tubes in the USA and are offered 
by many of the tube suppliers. 

EL12 is your difficulty,the one that you are 
"hostage to".It has a (to your eyes and mine) a strange European 8 pin base 
with locating spigot.The specs are available at:- 
http: //www.duncanamps.co.uk/cgi-bin/tdsl3.exe/searchform.

Checked the damage on the Gonset Amp and looks like everything 
is ok, the full wave rectifier stacks ( 6 500 mA, 600PIV ‘long life' 
rectifiers in each leg of the bridge) and the filter caps ( a stack of 5 


450Vdc caps, 2250v total ) check ok with low leakage on another ps. 

So from the 572B specs and those limits I need to hunt up 16 Amps 

of 6.3vac filament, 20 Amps probably preferred, and maybe 1.5Kvac 

500 ma minimum hv winding - that should give 2.1Kv after the full wave, 
and it shows I need to keep 1.5Kvdc plate supply under load on the 
schematic. 


So I'm looking for good sources of transformers.

These are standard european tubes. Made in Germany, Holland, France etc. 


The ECC85 is a dual triode used as anFM RF stage and 
FM autodyne converter. In the US this would be a mixer and oscillator. 


The EF89 is a RF pentode. Probably AM and FM IF amp 


The EBF80 is a dual diode and RF pentode. Probably AM detector and 
and FM IF amp 


the EABC80 is a single diode, two diodes and an audio pentode. This should 


be your FM detector and first audio. 


EL12 This is an eisenroher tube. It should had a socket that some what 
resembles an octal socket. It should have 3 pins at top of socket and 

5 pins at bottom. This is an audio output tube. 

On the EL12 you may have made a mistake. The eisenroher tubes are 

prewar and war time tubes. You shouldn't have one in your radio. 


You should have a converter tube, a ECH89 (6AI8). A nine pin 
tube. If the EL12 is a nine pin tube, it may actually be a ECH89
